Midway, between the 
poles, is another circle, thé rim of. which is let 
into the two colura circles. This circle corres- 
ponds to the “equator. Besides this circle 
there §s another slanting circle making. with 
it au angle of about 234 deg. and intersecting it 
at the equinostial points. This corresponds to 
the: ecliptic: All those circles turn together 
round the polar azis,. Finally, inside sll these 
circles, isanother double circle separately turning 
round the same axis. This is the declination or 


865} deg: a degree for each day in the year, and 
these degrees are sub-divided into divisions of 10 
each. The: modo of use.was as follows :-—Tho 
obrerver turned the inner circle round till’ he 
sighted the heavenly object in the centro of the 
holfow:tube, then he reat off the-distanoe of the 
star from the pole on the -polar circle, and deter- 
mined its position on the equator by the equator- 
cal circle, From the above description it will be 
seen that this instrument was very complex in 
its constrnotion. At the west end of the-couct 
‘are the remaining two instruments, namely, the 
egustoreal, or astrolabe, und the altitude and 
azimuth instruniont. The.astrolabe is remarkably 

imple in olion.—-Lt consists of a fixed- 
bronze circle placed parallel io the equator, and 
of another double circle porpendicylar to it: The 
latter circle ig moveable round an aris passing 
through -the~ventre-of-atid—perpentioniar-tothe 
eyuatoreat. circlo, As before there is a hollow 
babe, through which tho heavenly bodies were 
observed. ‘Cho uso of this instrument is exactly 
similar to that just described. It ix, however, 
far similar in-its construction, and frea from the 
defects of clamsiness and complexity incident to 
tho former. The form of mounting approaches 
much nearer to that in use at the present day 
than that of any. other ‘instrument in the 
observatory. 

‘The remaining instrument, the Liang Tien 
Ch‘th, needs only a word of explanation. It 
consists of two circles,: one, horizontal an 
fixed, the other vortical ‘and’ moveable: ronud 
an axis + eae throng the centre of the 
horizontal" circle. Its use. was to observe the, 
jes_and their distances 
from the north and south’ points. These instru~ 
ments are oxcotly similar to those constracted 
by the great Danish astronomer, Tycho Brahé. 
Tho latter was the first Huropean astronomer to 
construct ‘instruments of metal, The earlier 
astronomers possessed’ only wooden instruments 
for cbaarving the heavens. Thus, the Chinese as- 
fronomers. in the constrootion of their instra- 
ments,anticipsted European astropomers by three 
centuries, whether we regard them as scie 
instruments or merelyas works cf art, they slike 
testify to'the great proficiency attained by the 
Chinese in science and artat that early poriod. 
At the boginuing of the pressnt dynssty the 
Mongol instraments had fallen into disrepair, 
and in 1670, on account of the defactive condition 
of the above instruments, Verbiest w . entrust- 
ed with the construction. of six new in- 
struments: Iu this samo Vorbiest was 


| made a member. of the’ Astronomical Board, 


owing to his skill in astronomicn! — cal- 
culations, “Verblest was ‘also entrusted with 
the caloulation of the calundar. The six in- 
struments constructed by him are of the same 
general charactor as the old Mongol instraments. | 
They are, however, more accurate in their 
constructions, easily adjustable, and much toora 
convenient in use.’ They were evidently made 
after the model of ‘Tycho Brahé’s instruments, 
‘The ciroles aro all divided into 360 deg. and not 
like the Mongol instruments into 8653 deg. Each 
degree is divided into six parts, ench part 
corresponds to. 10 min. By means of the diagonal 
scale, end a moveable divided scale, the observer 
could read to 15 seo. I6 will be remembered that 
the old instruments only read to 10 min.

THE STRIKE OF CARGO BOATMEN 
IN HONGKONG. :

The strike of: the cargo. boatuien of this 
port illustrates Gnee more the cupacity 
and the proneness of Oliinese to com- 
bine.. The Regulations for the licen- 
sing, management, and: control. of Boats 
and Boatuen. framed in 1879 were re- 
vised and: smended in August last. The 
cargo boatmen have given trouble before, 
aod it-bad ‘been found necessary ‘to make 
tow. regulations, .The licanca feea - wera 
raised, but the maximum charge for hiring 
was aleo raised, und it stems to ua to a very 
high rate. Uofortunately~the cargo boat 
owners ata .not content even with the 
maximum scale allowed by Government. . It 
is difficult, we hear, to-got. an ordinary sized. 
boat for a job for leas than-$6, about double 
the remuneration that similar eraft woul 
ask in Enghnd. In Canton, boats of the 
sume cipacily can be hired at about $2 per 
day. The cargo boat people, emboldened by 
the guccoss of their exactions, are“roady at 
any'moment to. striké “whoo. thoy consider 
that their interests and monopoly aro. threa- 
tened. /The principal objection they have to 
the new regulutions ia to No, 12, which rans

Thofts from cargo are constant and 
numerous, and if thoro are no means of 
identifying the. holders of licences there can. 
be -no efficient check on this. peculation, 
Hitherto there bae been no regulation ‘to 
prevent any ex-pirate, thief, or desperado, 
taking tho place of a coolie who desires a 
holiday or has fallen sick, What is wanted, 
and the Regulations sim at accomphahing: 
this, is that a0 bad characters shall ba allow. 
od. to fill the’ places of absent. . coolies. 
Photography is the only effectnot means of 


identifying Chinese coclies, and no indignity

Photographs 
of persons spplying for situations are fre- 
quently required in England, and no-iden of 
indignity is ever connected with the require- 
ment.

ings. ‘ The total cost of the fire establishment is 
£1,000 per annum: In tho caso of Liverpool, 
with a population of 475,000.and rateable pro- 
forty of £1,750,000,. the fire establishment 
consists of one director, one’ euperinten- 
lent, one -inspector, and 148 firemen taken 
ont of the ordinary police. There are 
17° stations, in five of which 15 bond 
én-ines are placed,.- There are also 11,380 
hydranta and plugs thronghont the town, with 
lates ou the walls indicating where they might 
be fonnd by night and by day. “The annual ox. 
ponee of the Fire Brigade wes £2,971. ‘In con- 
nection with this E will mention a fact that may 
be of interest to my hon. friend opposite (the 
Surveyor-General) as to how fires ars put out in 
Liverpool. There are; as I have said. 11,380 
hydrants, The “water is brought twenty-four 
miles and conveyed through the towns in maizis 
from 21 to 7 inches diameter. The pressure ruins 
from 50 to.75 pounds, which will send a jet 120, 
foot high. . Practically the use of the engines in 
tho lower part of the town is disponséd with ; the 
hogoia sorewed to the hydrantand that is snfilcient.

I thiuk if such ab 
‘Yas is suggested wore held it would 
act’as a daterrent. I think I havo heard it 
Whispered that it was tried at Manritins and 
failed. .We. have heard a.good deal about 
Mauritius for somo years past, but I do not sie 
why what is sauce for Maaritius should ko sauce 
for this colony. ‘Hore you have a community of 
varions olasses and nationalities with very dis- 
tipotly marked characteristics, both ovil and good, 
and they should be dealt with rlingly. 
Although I have asked for a commission of in- 
wiry into this question [. may say I havo no 
faith in commissions, and I would profer to seo 
your Excellency take the- matter up yourself if 
ou think there ix-any necessity for inquiry;
